Alan Fry, head of Scotland 
Yard’s anti-terrorist branch, 
said: “It is fortunate that we 
are not dealing with mass 
murder.

Seventy tons of Heroin and cocaine 
and more than 100 million ecstasy 
tablets flooded into Britain last 
year. Police now say they face huge 
difficulties tackling the growing 
problem and despite increased ef- 
forts, have only been able to seize a 
tenth of the total. 

The National Criminal Intelligence 
Service say up to 900 organised 
gangs are suspected of making £8 
billion from the trade, though they 
are also branching out into tobacco 
and alcohol smuggling, credit card 
fraud and even armed robberies and 
kidnapping. 

Around 40 tons of cocaine and 
30 tons of heroin entered the coun- 
try last year. However, police and 
customs officials seized only three 
tons of cocaine and two of heroin. 
Most of the heroin is from Afghani- 
stan and is processed in Eastern 
Turkey and delivered through cen- 
tral and eastern Europe. 

In Britain it is distributed largely 
by Turkish traffickers, though they 
are being joined by white groups 
and Afro-Caribbean gangs. 

Teenage boys as young as 15 are 
being recruited by drug-dealing 
gangsters to carry out contract kill- 
ings it also emerged last month. 
Police intelligence states that rather 
than taking unnecessary risks and 
paying large amounts of money 
carrying out the killings them- 
selves, they are employing teenage 
inner-city dwellers attracted by the 
gangster image promoted by Hol- 
lywood and the media to do it for 
them. 

Civilisation is breaking apart in 
Britain: gun crimes in England and 
Wales have risen by 22% since 
1996 to a huge 17,000 last year.

Most bogus refugees stay in 
Britain, while only a fraction of the 
asylum seekers refused the right 
to stay in Britain have been 
expelled reveal new government 
statistics. 

New Home Office statistics show 
that while 43,465 bogus refugees 
were told to leave last year, the 
number actually removed or 
voluntarily departing was only a 
pitiful 8,980! 

According to the statistics, the 
number of refugees removed or 
who left Britain rose to 8,980 last 
year compared with 6,989 in 1998 
and 7,663 in 1999. 

Last year 43,465 were given their 
marching orders, compared with 
14,730 in 1998. The Home Office 


stated that one of the reasons why 
so few bogus refugees are deported 
is because they abscond into their 
communities. 

The statistics also showed that 
125,100 people were granted the 
right to stay last year - 55,000 more 
than in 1998. 

But the latest figures are to be 
treated with the utmost caution, as 
the reputation of Labour to 
massage the figures to suit its own 
political agenda is notorious. 

Several months ago we reported

abandoned children to the liberal 
pressure groups within the 
teaching profession to the detri- 
ment of the children and the 
country itself. 

A recent report states that il- 
literacy rates at the end of the 
First World War amongst the 
British Public were running at 
around two percent.

An asylum seeker has been 
housed in top four star hotel 
for months, costing Central 
Westminster Council over six 
thousand pounds so far in ho- 
tel bills. 

According to the press depart- 
ment at Westminster Council 
Mohammed Faqey’s room at the 
plush Central London Hotel near 
Hyde Park is the only place avail- 
able to the local council to house 
a disabled person. 

When asked why British disa- 
bled persons are housed in tem- 
porary bed and breakfast accom- 
modation and asylum seekers are 
housed in top hotels the council 
refused to comment. 

When asked why better facili- 
ties for British disabled people are 
not available in a rich council area 
like Westminster the council also 
refused to reply. 

Wheelchair bound Mr. Faqey 
from Lebanon is appealing 
against the Home Offices refusal 
to grant him asylum. In August 
Sunderland Council removed the 
free bus passes policy for local 
blind and disabled people in Sun- 


derland, and instead awarded free 
bus passes to asylum seekers so 
they could travel around the town 
easier whilst looking for jobs to 
undercut British workers. 
Whilst the blind and disabled 
are ignored the rights of refugees 
are elevated to a council priority. 
Last year the Labour govern- 
ment decided to shut down the 
MOD factories that offered work 
to disabled ex-servicemen and 
women, and that also offered 
places in the job market for pro- 
foundly disabled people otherwise 
excluded from the world of work. 
The vast amount of tax payers 
money that Tony Blair spends on 
flying in army aircraft on his high 
profile junkets and holidays 
abroad would have guaranteed 
that the factories remained open. 
In the meantime over ninety 
million pounds have been 
awarded by government and 
various other politically correct 
quangos so that ethnic minorities 
can set up their own black and 
Asian only cultural centres across 
the country. 
Only a few weeks ago the Gov- 


ernment stated that they intended 
to means test every applicant for 
disabled persons benefit and 
check through claims to weed out 
those it considers not disabled 
enough. 

Instead of ensuring that the 
millions of illegal refugees infest- 
ing this country that are claiming 
benefits illegally and draining the 
welfare budget are fished-out and 
removed the government instead 
decided to launch another witch 
hunt against the disabled.

ITALY GETS TOUGH | SILENCE OVER 
ON ILLEGALS! 


Illegal immigrants entering 
Italy could be jailed for up 
to four years under propos- 
als drawn up by the quasi- 
nationalist coalition gov- 
ernment of Silvio 
Berlusconi. 

A bill to be considered in 
cabinet before the govern- 
ment’s summer break has been 
drawn up by Berlusconi’s two 
main coalition allies, the Na- 
tional Alliance and the North- 
ern League. 

Both parties campaigned on 
a platform of zero immigra- 
tion during the elections that 


swept the right to power in 


May. 

They claim that Italy, with 
its long poorly policed coast- 
line was becoming an easy 
point of entry into the EU for 
immigrants from North Af- 
rica. 

The bill gives illegals one 
week to leave Italy after be- 
ing served with an expulsion 
order, and if they fail to do so, 
they will be sent to detention 
centres with the whole 
scheme costing around £20 
million. :

Robert Mugabe,

This very marked increase 
over last year’s attendance re- 
flects both the substantial growth 


the BNP has enjoyed over the last 
twelve months and the way in 
which the Red-White-and-Blue 
has already become the key event 
in the party calendar. 

The big increase in the number 
of families attending was also 
very welcome and a good sign 
for the future. Above all, every- 
one - except a few unfortunates 
whose own tents were flooded 
out - had a fantastic time.

The enthusiastic meeting fea-

Smith, Bexley organiser James

The evening’s entertainment 
started with hundreds of people 
enjoying a hog roast with full 
salad accompaniment, provided 
by a local butcher.
